Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed February 8, 2006 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 6-16 based upon Rebholtz. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-36 (renumbered 1-20) are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

The general formation of laminated packaging materials is well known. In 
particular, Rebholtz recognizes the ability to form such laminated assemblies from 
subcombinations, wherein a metal foil can be initially laminated to a thermoplastic layer 
and subsequently laminated to a core web of paper or cardboard. Furthermore, the 
Admitted Prior Art recognizes the known inclusion of holes or slits in order to allow the 
contends of the packaging material to be dispensed. However, as set forth in the 
declaration, the APA suggests that it was known to provide apertures or holes in 
packaging materials after the respective layers have been laminated. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention, following the APA, would have 
included such holes in the core layer of Rebholtz after the respective layers are 
laminated, which is contrary to the method of the claimed invention. The prior art 
references or record failed to suggest, disclose, or teach the claimed method in which a 
hole-containing core web of paper or cardboard is laminated to a previously laminated 
web of metal foil and a thermoplastic layer.
